Research Proves 
of Importance to 
Rubber Industry 

Work Of Dr. Whitby Leads 
, To Recognition 

COLWYN MEDAL 



Studied Chemical Composi- 
tion Of Non-Rubber Ma- 
terial In Latex 



As a result of the researches of Di: 
G. S. Whitby and his collaborators 
Into the chemical and colloid problems 
directly or Indlroclly connected with 
rubber, the addition of fatty acids to 
rubber stock ha? her-n v.-idely adopted 
in tho rubbfr indusuy .ind has be- 
come almost a routine. Dr. Whitby. 
M.Sc., i'\i.T>., A.n.C.Sc. (London), F.R. 
S.C., professor of organic chemistry at 
SIcGIlI, has recently been awarded the 
fir.^t Colwyn Gold Medal for con.spiiMi- 
oiis services of a scientific and tccb- 
nlcal nature denllnK; wltli the Improve- 
ment and development of rublieFman. 
ufocture and' production. 

In an Interview yesterday, Dr. Whit- 
l)y, who ha-î been connected with sucli 
work for JO years of which 11 have 
been spent at McGill, slated that tho 
fundamental research during: the last 
few years has been of a stricny sclen- 
llflc character. Rubber contains about 
five per cent of non-rubl>er material 
and it was -the investigation of this 
material ivhtch constituted the early 
researches of Dr. " Whitby. Together 
with his. co-workers, he was success- 
ful in isoUting ten different substances 
from tho pure rubber and then studied 
the effects of these materials on the 
behaviour ot rubl)e,- In the process of 
vulcanisation. - i^-'j- -■ •'■ ' 
Non-Rubber ' Material* 

Dr. AVhitby then undertook the study 
ot tho chemical composition of the 
non-rubber material in the latex, the 
rubber milk, from which rutiber Is de- 
rived. The chemical character of the 
resin which constitutes about three 
lier cent ot the weight of raw rubber 
was for the first time ascertained. This 
resin is Itself of great Importance, The 
free fatty acids have been shown to be 
of first rate importance In the vulcan. 
Ization of rubber. Very largely as a 
result of this work, the addition of 
fatty acids to rubber stock has been 
widely adopted in the rubber Industry 
and Indeed has become' almost a 
routine. 

The nrganlc "accelerators" of vul- 
canization 'now universally used In 
rubber maniifacturo presented many 
Interesting problems In organic chem- 
istry. These, accelerators when added 
to the rii1>t>er will rediice the time of 
vulcanization and will Improve the 
f|ualily of the product. The subject 
w.iR .studied at some length especial- 
ly with Ihn oljject of elucidating the 
mechanism of accelerator action and 
tho influence of chemical oonslttulion 
on the possession of accclcratlnff pro- 
perties. In the course of this work a 
new class of accelerators discover, 
ed. 

Tho work of accelerators and Its 
relation to vulchnlzatlon lead Into a 
general study of the nature ot vul- 
canization which in turn lead to a 
study of the ar.tlun and effects of 
sulphur on linseed oil and fatty oils. 
This vraa a difficult problem of Invcs- 
llgallon but after IcnRthy research. 
Dr. Whilby expects In the very' near 
future to put out a general theory of 
vulcaiilz:ition. In this part'cular work. 
Or. Whilby has been a.ssoci.atcd with 
Dr. Orccnbcrf;.

Tho firing of Ryan, who Is a fourtli 
year t^t. MiclKiei? College map. marks 
the end ot a stormy career during 
which a .sword has been hanging over 
tho Editorial head tor the greater 
part of time. 

Disohargo of the editor has been 
Imminent recently as a result of edi- 
torials on "peitliig. " and the vamping 
of professors by co-cds to, academic 
advantase. 

'i'lie IJoard of Governu:.^ .ir.O Hu- 
S..\.C. tlirousboul last week engaged 
in a buck-passing contest, with Kyan 
as a subject -but -nobody w&nte<l to 
take the responsibility of frlng him. 

The story was front p.i.ce stuff in 
tho downtown jM-ess, and a hue and 
ory was .sci up cm the subject ot stu- 
dent government. 

Members of tlic joint executive 
met with tho Board ot Ciovoinor." .nf- 
tor Ryan had been advised to quit 
while the quitting was good, and a 
threat had been made to lock "the 
\ arslly" out of tho University Press.

Promised to be Good 

On Monday of this week tho editor 
was up before tho joint executive of 
tho S.A.C. and promI.«ed to bo good, 
llo gave a gii;iiMntep tli,-it hencotorlii 
nothing in any way suspect, from 
liio mo.-'t ris;iii df moral viewpoint, 
would appear in The Varsity. 

Everything, apparently, wa.« 
smoothed over. Yesfordtiy, however, 
Ryan toro tho lid off with a new edi- 
torial of e.xceedlnç: frnnknes-:. It road 
In p.-vrt, speaking ot the conference 
between tho editor and the joint exe- 
cutive: 

"Tho President of the cseculivc ex- 
plained tho course of the recent dis- 
pute, and stated that it was iiis duty 
to the autliorities and tlK> .students to 
spo to it that no further cause for 
dispute would remain. 

Did Not Explain 

"Tho President did not explain why.

To which accusations 
I'lo studeiils usually retorted with the rebuttals of ilhicss and 
uvcr-work. 

These causes, as well as several other.'--, were resiKinsible 
lor the size of the flunk list. A fricully member has compiled 
;t plausible list of reasons lor uni.-itisf.iclory work, including 
the foliowiiiK nine sUfjtie^tiija; : 

1. Jnsuilicieiu hifth sciiool training. StudeJits who l.'iclc 
the solid foundation of a thorough preparatory education 
arc seriously handicapped. T'hcy have not learned to study 
effectively, to concentrate on their v.-ork. 

2. Mental incapacity. In some cases students arc unublu 
lo lirasp their studies, to think and work under pressure. As 
a rule these students b.ave comparatively poor memories^ 

.3. Wrong mental attitude. 

4. Physical li.mdicaps. 

5. Outside work or campus activities arc cniphasizcd too 
heavily. 

6. .Scl-icdulcs aie too hc.1V}-. 

7. Failure lo sludy. 

K. I'wr quality of instruction. 

9. I'iuancial or family difficulties.

In this day of over-much praise, in this period ot un- 
warranted criticism of the contemporary novel, the lack of 
background in lime makes it hard to decide for or against 
any particular branch of our modern -work, and renders t 
fiX'lifh a rash plunge into the controver.sy without previous 
prep.ii-jtioii. \\\ must contemplate mir fietiim impcrsunally, 
for a perspective is to be gained. And many of our ideas 
must go by the boards. 

One niusl liist remember ihrit llic l.ist uvcniy years 
have been featured by the development of several iiew 
tcndeneics in the novel. \Vc sec biograi)hy written in the 
form of fiction; the psychological novel depicting character, 
as exemplified in the work. of James Joyce; the philo,so- 
phical novel making a harmonic whole oiit of the' chnotic 
thoughts of many characters — .•Mdous Ilu.xley is trying such 
a form; a -lielit ehanpe ol typ." in the lli.'-loiical î'.'ivel. as 
seen in Lion Kcuehlwangcr ; Ihe fantastic story from which 
emerges a definite idea, such as Virginia Woolf's 
"Orhindo"; the cx-terrcstrial fiction of James Branch 
Cabell : and the innumerable iifoadcnings out of subject 
mailer. iiV'si 1,-iu-Iy hr"-'>('h; lo public iiotiec by Miss Rail- 
clyiic Halls "V.'.r Well of Loneliness" and "l.ady Chal- 
leil.\ s I,'-'-.-ir" l'y D. II. Lawrciicc. 

These ramifications nolwitlistandilig, the novel. is yet in 
finie danger of becoming standardized. Every young man 
wi-.ii intends ti. write a novel reads James Joyce, reads 
]luxle>. reads iJroisor or lîroniîîeld or Cahell '>r Willa 
Calher or ?hc;-W'io:l .\;ideVson— five ainhors niusl dislincl- 
ivc in style and subject matter, yel undeniably part oi the . 
same ihodernislic trend. .N'ow. provided one has an excellent 
literary background. James Joyce is a good influence—, 
e-pucially his later work. 1 .'.ay this advisedly because I 
believe that such an earlier effort a> "The Portrait of the 
Artist" hao a more insidious effect on .-i pr^sprclivc writer 
tiian "Ulysses" which is obviously and openly c.\ai;i;i.iaioil 
cnougii to" ncccsslialc a "jakc il,6r Ici-ivc it" reaction. Thus 
ir is iiol as suggestive as Ti popiilai* novel w-hich' contains a 
new idea, lo;- i'. is meant only as a model, — the model of a 
new idea carried t its ullimate coneliHioii,— .-i novelist's 
iiovcj, used for the prcselilalioii of a easu anioii< proies- 
iioiial.s, si)cciaily written for the technician as the fouiilain- 
head of argument in favour of Ihc new conception. Others, 
U. H. J.awrencc for iiisiaiic( . are followers, who eiin well , 
be read as disciples oi a school, and v.ho-o utility as such 
i; self-evident. '.

Aidons Huxley is perhaps at the moment the most 
P'.puh'r ..inhiT "ii ih.j ullirr side i.ii llle '/Xtlanlie. lie has 
more than I'lil filled ihe promise he shmved in his eaili(-r 
works, "'i'hose JJarren Leaves" and (Chrome Yillow". His 
greatest bix>k, "J'oini Counter Point" is a different sort 
altogether, for in it, lie invents characters and makes llicnr 
speak Aldous Huxley. ,\ little like N'urinau Doiigl.is's 
"South Wind", in ibis effcci, cxcepi ihat he liie.; lo give 
.'ach jKirlraii a ehar.irur based on his (jwn scienlific 
eyuicisin. Thus it is that in cmleavouring lo make his 
characters live, he has perhaps n,ô(, 'gjwie as far as the calm 
and philosophical Uouglas, 'the ii.nturc-lo.vcr, the quiet, obs- 
erving man of leisure. We feel throughout Huxley the cal- 
lousness of the forev( r I "jli'ulaii'd rcacii'jii. The progenitor 
of each eharattir i.s a cold, material, observant, inalter-of- 
faet scientist, and he leaves out of account everything but 
a reasoning dissection of eni'Mi'Mi: i;i 'jilu i words, his every 
pcvsonalily is cynical, lb- is p-;.' ii"l'j;ii.M trying to attain 
philosophy iIii 'iukIi 1 1' ;.• : . .\oniiaii Douj^las, on llie oilier 
hand, has no mi'jk pl'.i liiun has Huxley, no more aciioii, 
i.( arl\ as many cli.,; .n u i .-, but merely uses his novel us a 
background for a languid discussion of various philoso- 
phical and ethical problems. Huxley is more praiseworthy 
beciiii,-' i'.' is sirivir.g, 1i"\m\i.i iuel l'ei-luiillv, Inr a .-'jiia-- 
tliiiif!, lor a unity; while Hoiiylas i iia iclj indulginy liie 
passing whims of a scholarly mind.

Sherwood Anderson is one author, who, tliougii crude, 
is slrong_ in purpose. He tries to give something definite — 
an apology for ignorance. .N'ot exactly for ignorance, but for 
inability. He takes the yearning ol yoiilh and shows the 
I'ounduboiit ways in which it will express itself in one 
not well versed in the arts of the world. He is the supreme 
porirayer of the struggle for self-expression .and as such 
must take a high place in any literature— or else cut out 
the path whioii v.ill kad to ilie lanii; of a heller uriler. 
However we may look upon the fornur jockey in Ihe 
lulute, it is well to think of him prc^eiilly with a deal ol 
sympathy, the .synipalliy meted out to pioneers ihe world 
over instead of the helping hand which these great lonely 
men have to do without.

Calm Necessary 
In Good Shooting 

Capt. Pennell Gave Talk To 
M.W.S. Rifle Club 



"With perseverance and plenty of 
liractico 1 .-ce no reason why you 
girls should not be every bit as good 
marltamen-as the men" stated Cap- 
tain Pcnnell in a lecture to tho .Mo- 
Gill Women Students Rifle Club last 
evening. 

Capt. Pennell informed the club 
that they are soon to bo entered In a 
competition put on by ih: Dominion 
Cartridge Company, in the competi- 
tion there will be ten targets, with 
seyen shots allowed on each target. A 
score of flf y-flvc out of a possible 
seventy won a silver spoon. No one 
person may be allowed moro than 
one .'ipooii a month. J.îe.^idcs this 
competition the club Avill arrange 
others among tho members, with the 
sl.xteen best shots eompetlng for a 
cup. 

3n his instructions Capt. Pennell 
stressed the p^inl that great cajro 
must be exercised in tho manipula- 
tion of rlfle.s. A- rifle, loaded or un- 
loaded, must never be pointed at any- 
body, he -lid. CareletsncSE with fire- 
arms ho .-liowed was tlic cause of 
ninny needless accidents during the 
war. He also stated that o rifle must 
never be loaded while anyone is 
standing near the targets. 

Rules of Aiming 

There are three rules to be observ- 
ed in aiming drill, he continued. Tho 
disengaged cyo must be closed, sights 
must \tv perfectly npriglu, and aim 
should be taken at the lonest centra! 
point of the object. In indoor shoot- 
ing it Is well lo use the sling, to en- 
sure a steady aim. 

In aiming, the riiler focuses on the 
foresight, at the end uf tho gun, 
through the tiny "peephole" in tho 
backsight. The two sights are brought 
in line of vision with the target. 

Very little pressure need be a|)pli- 
cd to }.\\%_ trigger. 

"Keep cool, calm and collected 
when shooting", he aOvi.sed. "If you 
are nervous, take your time. If your 
eyes become tired and cannot focus 
on the target look away from it at 
some dull object, and don't rub your 
eyc>. in tiiooling, aim and jncss 
trigger firmly, and do not await the 
.exijlbsfop." ',. V . . - /
